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BULGARIA 


The attitude of Americans toward Bulgaria is, 
iii general, one of comparative indifference, 
W e do 
not like Bulgaria. 
W e despise her as the willing 
tool of Germany, and as a minor power whose war 
attitude throughout has been dictated by nothing but 
selfishness and low scheming, without a trace of 
idealism. But we have a sort of feeling that Bulgaria 
is not of much importance in the war, militarily or 
morally— in a word, that she is negligible. 
That feeling is due to the fact that we have not 
come into contact with her. 
Militarily she is not 
negligible, because she forms a big arch of the Ger­ 
man bridge to Asia, and holds in check an allied 
army at Salonica which otherwise could be used to 
advantage against Fur key or Austria or Germany. 
Least of all is Bulgaria negligible morally. 
Her crimes against Serbia alone would justify 
Bulgaria's utter extinction, because she is deliberately 
engaged in an effort to extinguish Serbia, In m eth­ 
ods whose brutality turpasses anything that Prussia 
herself has practised. 
Here are a few of the things that Bulgaria has 
done to the Serbian people, in the southern half of 
the country given over to her when the brave little 
land w as conquered by the central powers. 
She has 
killed nearly all the men, and taken the rest into 
Bulgarian slavery. 
She has enslaved the women, 
forcing them to work the farms, and seizing nearly 
all they produced, witliout payment, for the use of 
her own people. 
She has abolished the Serbian church and m ur­ 
dered or exiled the Serbian priests, establishing the 
Bulgarian church in its stead. 
She has killed all 
the Serbain school teachers, substituting for them 
Bulgarian schoolmasters teaching the Bulgar lan­ 
guage and Bulgar “culture". 
She has outlawed the 
Serbian language, not allowing it to be taught any­ 
where or spoken in any public place. 
She has con­ 
fiscated and destroyed all books written in the Serbian 
language, including priceless manuscripts of the 
middle ages preserved in Serbian libraries and mon­ 
asteries. 
How long can we remain at peace with such 
a nation, when we are fighting the battle of democ-

MORE CONCRETE SHIPS 


Evidence of the success of concrete ships may 
be seen in the fact that the yard that constructed 
the Faith, the first large concrete ship. is to be greatly 
enlarged.

Public warehouse receipts for the same wheat 
are. lf farm ers are to do the holding, they m ust organize 
to do so. 
But when they organize to hold, they also 
organize to sell. And a sellers’ organization tends to be­ 
come a monopoly, which is at least theoretically capable 
of overcharging the consumer. 
If the monopoly is per­ 
mitted, as we are confident it should be, It must also be 
regulated. That means price fixing. 
The only alternative is to let the speculator do the 
holding, and we have already had enough disastrous 
experience of that. The speculator gambles against both 
producer and consumer. 
He puts prices down to one 
and up to the other. He discourages both production and 
consumption, and suspends the law of supply and demand. 
His functions of holding and distribution are necessary 
ones. 
He or whoever else exercises them will have to 
be paid for doing so. 
His gambling functions are worse 
than superfluous and extravagant. 
They are obstructive 
of the very service he is supposed to render. 
W e shall 
be well rid of him. 
But, unless we have him, we must 
have producers’ combinations, encouraged but also reg­ 
ulated by government.

Vegetables just out of the garden 
taste best 
when 
simply 
cooked— 
steamed, boiled or baked—and served 
with a little salt, 
butter, 
milk 
or 
cream. 
Often 
a 
heavily-seasoned 
sauce covers up the more desirable 
vegetable flavor. 
Overcooking of vegetables Impairs 
their flavor. 
Very delicate flavors are 
destroyed, 
while 
vegetables 
with 
strong flavors, such as cabbage or 
onions, become disagreed}’ strong ii 
cooked too long. Overcooking also de­ 
stroys the attractive color 
of 
some 
vegetables. 
Cook summer vegetables 
as 
soon 
after they are gathered as you can, in 
order to preserve the flavor. 
If they 
must be kept over, keep in the ice box 
or some other cool plaee. 
Let wilted vegetables soak in cold 
water to freshen them. 
If vegetables 
must stand after paring, covering with 
cold water will prevent wilting and 
discoloration. 
Before cooking, put head vegetables 
and greens in cold water for an hour, 
with one tablespoon of vinegar, to re­ 
move insects, then wash very care­ 
fully. % 
Drain all boiled vegetables as soon 
as tended—they become soggy if they 
are allowed to stand undrained after 
cooking. 
The w ater drained oft' may 
be saved for soup stock. 
Most vegetables should be cooked 
in a small amount of water, because a 
part of the mineral salts dissolves out 
into the water, and is lost if tile w ater 
is thrown away. 
Cook 
whole 
when 
possible. 
Tender spinach or lettuce leaves re­ 
quire no added water for cooking. 
If 
thoroughly washed, enough water will 
cling to the leaves to prevent their 
burning. 
Delicately-flavored v e g e t a b l e s 
should he steamed or cooked slowly 
in a small amount of boiling water 
until tender and the water boils away. 
Strong-flavored vegetables may 
be 
cooked uncovered in a large amount of 
rapidly-boiling water, and the water 
changed several times 
during 
cook­ 
ing. 
Starchy vegetables should 
be 
put 
on to cook 
in 
a 
sufficiently large 
amount of boiling 
wrater 
to 
cover 
them. 
Boil gently, and 
keel) 
kettle 
covered. 
The time required for cooking veg­ 
etables depends on the kind, size, and 
age of the vegetable. You must use 
your judgment in deciding when they 
are done, but a time-table may help 
’ you.
